organizations would bring 


a hundred-fold return if devoted 
to the promotion of religious in- 
terest. It is wholly practicable to 
double the 
membership of 
the 


Sunday Schools of North Ameri- 
ca 
within 
a 
year—Protestant, 


Catholic and Jewish. This would 
mean the bringing of the Nation's 
youth under the Influence of the 
clear teachings of 
tho 
Bible— 
the most effective form of char- 
acter-changing that the centuries 
have ever developed I know of no 
better way in which money could 
be spent, or personal 
effort be 
put forth, than in a wholesale, 
dramatic drive to get all our boys 
and girls into Sunday School. 


Of course, the Sunday Schools 


are Imperfect; a fact which has 
been over-capitalized by the futile 
highbrows. Nevertheless, even at 
Its poorest, the 
Sunday 
School 
does bring Us members into an 
awareness of God and 
of 
His 
laws. Judges and penologlsts have 
agreed to the dictum; "If a boy 
goes to Sunday School, he will 
not go to jail." Far more impor- 
tant, the boy will acquire stand- 
ards of character 
and 
conduct 


which will make him a commun- 
ity Influence for stability 
and 


righteousness. 
Good, Even In Crete. 


Of all the forces feared 
alike 


by Communism and dictatorship, 
religion Is the greatest. The re- 
cent history of Russia and Ger- 
many demonstrates this. 
Good Christians are good citi- 


zens, liberty-loving, 
law-abiding, 
forward-looking and animated by 
good will. It was these sterling 
religious qualities that motivated 
our founding fathers. 
Our present Lesson, from Pauls 
letter to Titus, opens with the 
typical 
Christian 
exhortation; 


"Put them In mind to be subject 
to principalities and powers, to 
obey magistrates, to be ready to 
every good work, to speak evil of 
no man, to be no brawlers, but 
gentle, showing all meekness un- 
to all men." 
That counsel was directed to 


one of the most restless, turbu- 
lent and disorderly communities 
in tho ancient world—the disrep- 
utable Cretans. 
Titus, probably 


himself a Cretan, was In charge 
of the Christian Church in Crete. 
Earlier in his Letter, Paul had 
quoted from one of 
their 
own 


prophets to the effect that, "Cre- 
tans are always liars, evil beasts, 
idle gluttons." Down to the pres- 
ent time, Greece has found Crete 


the most difficult part of her 
realm to handle. 


Once, In the misty past, Crete 
was a leader, If not 
the 
very 


founder, of what we call civiliza- 
tion—that theme is too fascinat- 
ing to permit digression into it— 
but the original Cretan 
genius 


had degenerated Into a sort of 
anarchy, Titus' .task was to bring 
the people Into the orderly way 
of life. His mission was harder

IMMEDIATE WAR IN 
EUROPE NOT LIKELY 
SAYS CONGRESSMAN 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
19.—Con- 


gressman Luther A. Johnson, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Johnson, left 
Monday night for his home 
In 


Corslcana. 
Johnson 
recently 
re- 


turned from Paris where he and 
other American officials partici- 
pated In the World International 
Peace Union. Following the con- 
clusion of the Peace Union ses- 
sions at which representatives of 
twenty-eight 
countries' were pres- 


ent, Congressman Johnson accom- 
panied Senator Kenneth McKellar 
of Tennessee and a representative 
of the State department In a 4,200 
mile 
automobile 
trip 
through 


Franco, Switzerland, Austria, Hun- 
gary, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, 
Holland, Belgium and England. 


Mr. Johnson Is a member of 


the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs and had a leading part 
In tho drafting and defending the 
existing neutrality legislation. 


Speaking of his Impressions on 


his European trip, the Corslcana 
congressman 
declared that all of 


the 
countries visited 
apparently 


were prosperous, with no signs of 
depression. 


"These countries, as far as we 


were able to discover, do not look 
for war In the near future; how- 
ever, some think there Is a likeli- 
hood of a major conflict In two 
or three years, and are preparing 
for It. This is contrary to tho gen- 
eral opinion brought back from 
Europe that the Continent Is a 
powder mine. 


"When It comes all Europe will 


look to the United States and that 
Is a strong 
argument that we 


should look well to our neutrality 
policy. Up to date It has stood tho 
test and every precautlo» 
should 


be taken against our Involvment 
In any way. 


"Tho 
only Immodlato concern as 


far as Europe Is concerned is the 
Spanish situation. In other words, 
Europe right now Is concerned in 
things nearer homo than In what 
hapoons In tho Far East, but this 
does not mean the people of Eng-

TRANSFER NATION'S 


PUBLIC DEBT FROM 
CLASSES TO MASSES 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
21.—<fP>— 
A significant 
and 
substantial 


transfer of ownership of Ameri- 
ca's huge public debt from "the 
classes" to "the masses" has be- 
gun under the operation of the 
social security act. 


Unless that statute ,1s funda- 
mentally revised, tho movement 
will make American workers with- 
in a few years the chief creditors 
of tho government, replacing the 
banks and wealthy Investors In 
that role. 


It will not be an Individual 


ownership, In which a worker will 
hold a government bond, but a 
group ownership under which old 
age pension and unemployment In- 
surance reserve funds will hold 
the bulk of outstanding 
federal 


bonds. 


This transfer of ownership will 
have two direct effects. It will 
transfer the huge 
interest 
pay- 
ments on the public debt to the 
workers. It also will permit the 
collection of taxes on some of the 
wealth now Invested in tax-ex- 
empt bonds. 


The extent to which this shift 


of ownership has suddenly begun 
to take place was 
disclosed In 
President Roosevelts revised bud 
get statement 
this week.

General expenditures were esti- 
mated at $156,000,000 more than in 
1937, despite tho retrenchment pro- 
gram. He itemized the increases as 
$63,000,000 for highways, $40,000,000 
for the maritime commission, $69,- 
000,000 for national defense, $67,- 
000,000 under tho Social Security 
act, and $59,000,00 for interest on 
tho public debt.

tion of the Charles S. Ross kid- 
naping hinged largely today upon 
a nationwide watch for the ap- 
pearance of $50,000 In ransom mon- 
ey,A public appeal to bo on the 
lookout for the 5,250 ransom bills 
went out after federal agents dis- 
closed tho kidnapers had double 
crossed the Ross family by falling 
to release their wealthy and aged 
victim. 
Lack of any known communica- 


tion from tho 71-year-old retired 
manufacturer since he was ab- 
ducted 25 dayu ago led investiga- 
tors to consider a number of theo- 
ries as to his fate. 
There was widespread belief the 


victim, who suffered from heart 
disease, died from shock or was 
slain by his captors to eliminate 
the risk of being identified by him 
later. Investgators also theorized 
Ross might still be held captive 
while the kidnapers make plans 
for a flight. 
The first theory was in line with 


the belief of some investigators 
that the Ross case would prove a 
parallel to the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing—with the victim dead before 
the collection of ransom and the 
case solved through detection of 
the ransom money.
